WHEREAS, showing much fortitude under difficult circumstances, Mrs. Griffin is no stranger
to courage and conviction as she forged ahead in the most trying times of her life; while traveling
with her son and family to Orlando, Florida, Fay Griffin was tragically shot as an innocent bystander
during a dispute; and .

WHEREAS, refusing to disappoint her grandchildren, Mrs. Griffin continued on to Orlando,
and once she returned home, she spent several weeks receiving treatment for the wound; and

WHEREAS, a native of Sunbright, Fay Griffin was joined in holy matrimony with James
Griffin in 1949; the loving couple enjoyed numerous years of marital bliss together before Mr. Griffin
went on to receive his great reward; and
